on the Peace Treaty and League of Nations, the Senator, must 
be credited with a frankness which is most commendable. 
It 


would be interesting to know; Jiow.'.many other members of 
the Senate, if there are any, fe|Las he does on this important 
iuatter,;and the chances are dial (he country will soon know. 
The time is at hand for plain speaking, and Senator Knox has 
set aii example that may well be followed by his fellow mem- 
bers and all concerned in the setleinent of one of the greatest 
issues in the history of (lie nations, 


Senator Knox believes the League of Nations is a bad thing 


for this country, and that.the best thing it can do is to keep out 
of it entirely.' He declares that il paves Ihe way for "centuries 
of bloodletting," that Germany has been subjected to cruel 
and unjust terms, and he sees no reason why Ihe.United Stales 
should be a parly lo the arrangement, .The whole business 
is entirely wrong, as Senator Knox sees it, and his idea is that 
this country should withdraw .absolutely and .'-rave the trou- 
bles of Europe for Europe to deal with. 


This is a bold stand lo lake in view of the scntimcn'l of Ihe 


country, which appears lo be strongly in favor of a League 
of Nations for the prescrvaloin of the peace of Ihe world. That 
is the main object of the League, and il is certainly one worth 
striving lo attain.

There are .those who 
believe there should be amendments lo the draft as it slands, 
..or "reservations," which would amount practically ,lo 
Ihe 


same thing,- but 'substantially all agree that the basic principle 


' is .'right and thai it is Ihe duty as well as Ihe opportunity of 


(his nation lo stand with others for Ihe preservation of world 
peace. It is hoped (hat Senator Knox stands alone in the be- 
lief (hat '(he proposed .League means "centuries of blood-let- 
ling." It is bul charitable to believe, that lie is unduly .excited.'
